An entrance was gained to the home 
of Mr. aud Mrs. Otis G. Haugh man.

FARMING IN SCHOOLS. 


Opinion of M*mb*r* of tho Faculty of 
sn Agricultural Colugo. 
The Mansfield (Coon.) grange has in 
Its membership several of the faculty 
of the Connecticut Agricultural col­ 
lege, and their opinion on the subject 
of teaching agriculture in our common 
schools may lie of general Interest 
The Mansfield grange, after due con­ 
sideration, adopted the following re­ 
port on the subject: 
“Agriculture, while a technical, vo­ 
cational subject, Is so closely re la te 
to the welfare of every individual that 
we recognize the need for a genenil 
dissemination of information as to the 
conditions of country life and the re­ 
lation of agriculture to the commu­ 
nity—the conditions favorable for the 
conservation and development of the 
agricultural resources of the nation. 
The place for this Instruction is In th* 
higher grades of our public schools. 
both city and country, and the instruc­ 
tion should lie given by teachers spe­ 
cially trained for the work and not by 
teachers engaged In the general work 
of instruction lo the various subjects 
of school work. 
“Before agriculture can be properly 
introduced into our country school 
(here must be a radical change in our 
system. 
The higher grades s t least 
must be brought together into the con­ 
solidated graded township school. 
In 
this consolidated school a teacher of 
science could very property be employ­ 
ed, a part of whose duties should be to 
teach agriculture. 
In our common 
country schools as at present organ­ 
ised we do not favor the introduction 
of agriculture ss a part of the required 
work. 
“In all grades we favor the use of 
text books which shall familiarize the 
pupils with agricultural terms.”

Now Apportionment of Delegates. 
At a recent meeting of the Jefferson 
county (N. Y.) Pomona It was decided 
to support the Northern New York 
Development league by voting It $25 
annual dues. Another important mat­ 
ter considered was the plan of ap­ 
pointing state grange delegates to be 
put in force at the next annual meet­ 
ing In December, and the plan was 
adopted. It gives the various granges 
in the county a more equitable distri­ 
bution of delegates. Six of the largest 
granges in the county are given one 
delegate each year, and the other dele­ 
gates apportioned to the county are 
divided among the remainder of the 
granges according to the membership, 
the delegates to alternate among 
them. 
Two granges and in a few 
cases three granges are grouped to­ 


la ry arrangement for the closet Is the 
substitution of a drawer of ample alae 
ID place of a cesspool and so arranged 
that it may be pulled out by a single 
Hors**, drawn to some distant spot and 
emptied as often as may be neces­ 
sary.

There are thousands of farm 
homes where a few or one of the 
suggestions above made might be car­ 
ried oat and the premises be made 
more sanitary, more comfortable and 
more al tractive as a consequence. 


AN 
ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK. 
The last issue of Secretary Wilson’* 
year book of agriculture contains a 
good deal of Interesting and optimistic 
information 
touching 
the 
advance 
which has been made along agricul­ 
tural lines daring the past twelve 
years. 
He finds that the agricultural 
balance of trade favorable to the 
rotted States 
has increased from 
$234,000,000 to $411,000,000 in twelve 
years, being a gain of 75.7 per cent. 
He reports that the employees in the 
agricultural department, aa a result of 
the recognition of the importance of 
the work by the people at large, 
through their congressmen, have been 
Increased from 2.444 in 1897 to 10.420 
in 1906. He notes a rapid introduction 
of better agricultural methods and 
more effective machinery and a closer 
and 
more practical connection be­ 
tween the work of the state experi­ 
ment stations and the agricultural in­ 
terests of the country. 
Secretary Wil­ 
son observes that, while there baa been 
a decreasing production per acre of 
what was originally virgin soil, there 
bas been an Increased production per 
.acre for the whole country. 
He finds 
that cotton prod net ion has increased 
In ten years from 172 to 191 pounds 
per acre, that the increase lo produc­ 
tion of corn per acre in Ohio has been 
17A of oats lo Indiana 17.9, of wheat 
lo New York 16.2 and in Nebraska 
45.9 per cent. Along with all of this 
advance In many lines there has been 
an Increase in financial returns, which 
bas meant better living aa well as 
more comforts and compensations of 
rural Inhabitants. 
The general tone 
of the veteran secretary** report la 
such that the rural citizen would seem 
to be justified now in laying plans for 
a large turkey and a generous outlay 
of plum pudding for the last Thurs­ 
day in November. 


TREATING FENCEPOST*. 
lf one bas a good deal of fencing to 
do be is justified In looking into some 
method of giving the posts a preserva­ 
tive treatm ent whereby their term of 
'usefulness may he extended. Creosote 
ta one of the materials most commonly 
employed in preserving wood and 
where commercially used is forced into 
the poets in cylinders under pressors. 
This is called the “pressure method.” 
Another method sod one more com­ 
monly used by tboee who have a lim­ 
ited number of poets to treat is the 
“open tank.” It has been found that 
by Immersing the wood first lo a bot 
and then in a cold liquid almost as 
good results are obtained aa In the 
pressure method, lf two tanks are not
